Several  weeks  ago  Miss  Mary  E.  Pome¬ 
roy,  organist  of  the  Prospect  avenue  I’re.s- 
bvterian  Chureli  iu  Jersey  City  made  a 
charge  of  seduction  against  itev.  John  S. 
tilendenning,  pastor  of  the  same  church. 
He  was  arrested  but  denied  the  accusation 
and  was  released  upon  bail  to  await  a  post¬ 
poned  examination.  On  Tuesday  last  Miss 
Potneioy  died,  leaving  a  child  three  weeks 
old.  Before  dentil  she  made  the  following 
statement  before  a  magistrate  :  “I  feel  as 
though  I  have  not  long  to  live.  There  have 
been  a  great  many  things  said  against  me. 

1  now  tell  the  truth  in  the  sight  of  God  that 
Jolui  S.  Glendenning  is  the  father  of  my 
child.  He  has  denied  it,  and  still  denies  it, 
but  he  and  no  one  else  is  the  father  of  my 
child.  He  has  said  things  against  me  ;  I 
was  afraid  of  him,  hut  now  I  am  not.  He, 
iua\  have  a  paper,  but  that  does  not  clear 
him.”  It  is  maintained  by  Mr.  and  Mis. 
Miller,  the  immediate  friends  of  the  victim 
that  she  diedtfrom  grief  caused  by  the  con¬ 
duct  of  Glendinning,  he  having  refused  to 
make,  that  reparation  which  he  might  have  | 
made,  he  being  a  single  man.  From  an  in¬ 
terview  with  their  niece,  shortly  before  she 
died,  she  said  that  when  the  matter  had 
been  talked  over  between  her  aud  Mr. 
Glendenning  he  assured  her  that  everything 
would  be  set  right.  She  supposed  that  he 
would  marry  her.  Mr.  Glendenning  colled 
on  her.  and,  sitting  in  the  parlor,  asked  for 
pen  and  ink,  which  were  procured.  He 
said  substantially.  “What  a  scrape  I  am  in  ! 

If  this  gets  out.  I  am  a  ruined  umn,  and  I 
want  you  to  shield  uie.”  Then  he  dictated 
a  letter  which  she  refused  to  write,  because 
she  said  it  was  not  true.  He  quietly  drew 
a  revolver  from  his  pocket  and  said  :  “You 
must  w. ite  it. ”  Then  she  was  afraid  that 
he  might  shoot,  and  while  he  still  h“ld  the 
muzzle  of  the  weapon  toward  her,  she  wrote 
something  to  shield  him  and  set  him  right 
before  his  church  and  the  public.  Whut  it 
was,  she  did  not  remember.  He  told  her  to 
sign  it  and  she  did  so.  From  that  time  she  ! 
had  lived  as  if  in  a  dream,  h11  being  dark  ! 
and  blank  toiler.  It  is  supposed  that  this 
document  will  t>e  produced  for  the  de-  I 
ft- ne’e.  The  accused  minister,  through  his 
counsel,  asserts  his  innocence  but  refuses  to 
make  any  explanation  at  present,  on  account  , 
of  the  public  excitement.
